Huh, in a statement, with- 
drew somewhat from his earlier 
insistence that Japan must 
suspend the North Korean 
repatriation program before 


suspension is a 
step which must be taken be- 
fore their talks could be suc 
cessful. 

And he indicated he felt the 
time has come for both coun- 
tries to reappraise the question 
of repatriating Koreans from 
Japan on what he termed .-“genu- 
ine humanftarian grounds.” 

Huh emphasized that he felt 
the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment of Syngman Rhee and the 
reforms which his caretaker 
Government is carrying out 
would make many Koreans in 
Japan change their minds about 
going to North Korea. 

In a Korean language state- 
Huh said suspension of 
the repatriation plan “is not a 
pre-condition to a Korea-Japan 
conference but constitutes a re- 
quirement to be fulfilled in ad- 
vanee to lead the conference to 
success.”

With these words, Huh ap- 
peared to be leaving to Japan 
the Initiative for resuming the 
ROK Japan talks.

The 
Cabinet would be answerable to 
the National Assembly. The 
amendment bill aims at giving 
increased power and independ- 
ence to the legislature and judl- 
clary which were weak under 
Rhee. 

The President would be elect- 
ed by the Assembly instead of 
by direct popular vote, The 
vice president’s post would be 
abolished.

‘A Double Tour’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


Claude Chabrol’s new film “A 
Double Tour” which opened at 
Yuraku Theater Tuesday is 
more ambitious than his previ- 
ous. Work, “Les Cousins,” In a 
couple of ways. For one thing 
it Is more ambitious commer- 
‘clally with a greater box office 
calculation. It insures popular 
interest with the thriller ele- 
ment picked up from an Ameri- 
can cr story. At the same 
time “it has a more complex 
aim than sheer suspense.

This sick character, no’ mat- 
ter how well rformed, can 
only represent himself, contri- 
buting nothing to the solution 
of the doleful human problem 
raised by the film. The same 
thing can be said of Madeleine 
Robinson whose performance is 
admittedly good. But hers is 
esseptially a conventional role, 
} conform to. The better 
it is played, it becomes in fact 
the more meaningless from the 
standpoint of the whole. 

This peculiar sense of irrele- 
vance before such artistic excel- 
lence is not unlike the feeling 
one gets when looking at a 
sheet of paper beautifully 
painted with sheer colors.

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a Human Rights 


A two-week seminar on human rights opened in Tokyo 


On Tuesday under United Nations auspices with a program 
‘for discussions om a variety of issues of importance to 


the individual citizen. 


The subject of human rights has stirred men’s minds 
the earliest times that they organized themselves 
to civilized communities and the resulting society made 
demands upon the individual for the purpose of securing 
the welfare of the whole. But a study of the long pageant 
of recorded history reveals that the relationship between 
constituted society and the individual has tended to vary 
with the circumstances of place and time and that no over- 
all answers to many problems have proved possible. 


-} The present age, no less than previous periods of history, 
is marked by similar difficulties, and although the rule of 
law is now more widespread than ever before, cases of. 


individual hardship and injustice are frequent. 


Neverthe- 


less, a general body of ideas relative to the rights and 
responsibilities of citizens in a civilized state has gradually 
reached maturity, and the United Nations, chiefly through 
its Economic and Social Council, has set its seal upon such. 
That council has set up, among other commissions work- 
ing to improve the lot of humanity, a Commission on 
Human Rights with subcommittees on Freedom of Infor- 
mation and of the Press, and on Prevention of Discrimina- 
tions and Protection of Minorities. 

The preamble to the United Nations Charter itself 
reaffirms “faith in fundamental human rights, in the dignity 
and worth of the human person, in the equal rights of 


men and women” and since 


then a definite Covenant of 


Human Rights has been formulated. But notwithstanding 
the labors of the United Nations, and its appropriate organ- 
izations, it is apparent that many fendamental principles 
have not been universally accepted and that both organized 
communities and individuals need instruction thereon. To 
this end, seminars such as that being held in Tokyo can 
do much good, and the claim of Mr. Narasimhan, in his 

address, that over the years, these seminars have 


opening 
become one of the most im 


portant activities in the human 


rights program of the United Nations appears fully justified. 


The U.N. Commission on Human Rights has been par- 
ticularly active in dealing with various forms of discrimi- 
nation, not only in political rights but in education, the 
‘ administration of justice, social relations and other depart- 


ments of life. 


Such discriminations involve a multitude 


of details, and their rectification is often no easy matter, 
either for governments cirectly responsible for the welfare 
of their peoples or for international agencies that can only 


work through counsel and example.

’ The position of the individual under the criminal law 
raises problems in practically every country, and these 
have excited much attention of late among those desirous 


of improving human justice.

only good understanding but good feeling to operate with 
justice to the individual. Enthusiasm for the public good, 


or what is believed to be the 


public good, is not unknown 


to give rise to repressive acts—even acts of definite tyran- 
ny—on the part of authoritarian regimes; and, unfortun- 
ately, when these arbitrary acts are criticized in public 
or speech, further repressive méasures are adopted

regimes were inspired initially with evil intentions, but it 
is only too clear that the practice of ignoring the rights

U.S. Role in Korean Revolt, Nuclear Testing of National Concern

The implications of the U.S. 
role in the Korean crisis and 
the outlook for a ban on nu- 
clear weapons testing were the 
topics in the spotlight last 
week. 


- Korean Aftermath 


A minority of commentators 
continued to denounce the part 
played by the U.S. State Depart- 
ment in the downfall of the 
Rhee Government as unwarrant- 
ed interference in the domestic 
affairs of an ally. But most ap- 
plauded the result and called 
the open intervention justified 
by the special responsibility the 
US. has for South Korean 
democracy and stability. U.S. 
relations, with South Korea, it 
was held, are clearly different 
than those with its other Allies, 
and therefore no precedent was 
set for eventual entanglement 
in .the internal problems of 
other nations. But yet, added 
some, the lesson of Korea is 
that the United States, in the 
most delicate possible mariner, 
must find ways to support 
democratic trends in the coun- 
tries of the anti-Communist alli- 


ance. 

Cc. L. Suleberger, In the New 
York Times, saw Korea as the 
first phase of a “gentle revdlu- 
tion” toward greater democracy 
in the more authoritarian 
nations allied to the West. But 
the process must go forward 
carefully so that the deadly dic- 
tatership of communism does 
not benefit. The unrest in 
Turkey is different in nature 
than the Korean, and although 
many Americans object to some 
practices of the Menderes Gov- 
ernment, it is not our business 
to become involved in Turkey's 
domestic affairs. Nevertheless, 
the United States must subtly 
throw its weight on the side of 
greater democracy. “Today we 
often have to deal with philos- 
ophically unsatisfactory regimes 
because their diplomatic ob 
tives run parallel to ours. 
task for the next decade is 
subtly to moderate or help re 
place such governments with 
others more truly suited to our 
concept of democracy.” 

Ernest K. Lindley, In Newes- 
week said the chief reason for 
the State Department's pub- 
lic pressure against Dr. Rhee 
was not to encourage 
democracy but stability in 
South Korea. Many nations are 
not ready for full democracy. 
But Korean stability is vital to 
the entire world. Some people 
are saving that the precedent 
in Korea will prove embarrass- 
ing In similar situations affect- 
ing other allied nations. “There 
can be no clear cut answer to 
this dilemma. Although we 
favor political democracy 
and we are against dictators of 
all varieties, we should refrain 
as a rule from even the appear- 
ance of intervention in the in- 
ternal affairs of other nations 
++. There are times, however— 
as in the Korean upheaval and 
as during the recent demonstra- 
tions in South Africa—when the 
American interest is best served 
by a publicized official 
criticism.” 


Seymour Freidin, in the New 
York Post, thought it bereficial, 
as an antidote to Communist 
propaganda attacks on 
American interference in South 
Korea, to compare that action 
with the Soviet Union's brutal 
repression of the Hungarian re- 
bellion. The U.S. aided democ- 
racy, the USSR crushed it. 
“. « « the historic results are 
there for all to see. Bare-fisted 
students with determination 
forced changes in their govern- 
ment. That was in South 
Korea. On the other side of the 
world, Hungarian freedom fight- 
ers were massacred, or deported 
to the Soviet Union and later 
transferred to jails in Hungary

Commonwealth Confab 
‘The economy of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations is 
now at a turning point and of 
fefs a good example for the 
future of the Japanese economy. 
The conference of the prime 
ministers of 11 Commonwealth 
nations now under way is faced- 
with the difficult problem of 
choosing either to stick to the 
present preferential tariffs ac- 
corded to each of the member 
nations or to relinquish them to 
attach more imporignce to 
trade with the European Eco- 
nomic Community. It is true 
that the preferential tariffs have 
served so far to strengthen unity 
among the Commonwealth mem- 
ber nations and constituted a 
tangible basis for mutual coop- 
eration. Britain has been able 
to export a large quantity of 
industrial goods to other mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth 
while the latter have been able 
to. supply agricultural, mineral 
and other raw materials to Brit- 
ain on favorable conditions. 
However, the situation has re- 
ceritly undergone'a considerable 
change as a result of the rapid 
development of the European 
Economic Community and the 


« worldwide tendency toward li- 


beralization of trade. It is in- 
teresting to watch the outcome 
of the conference,. especially 
because ft will reflect the future 
course of World trade. It must

Japan-Malaya Trade Pact 
Japan and Malaya signed a 
three-year trade pact in Kuala 
Lampur Tuesday after negotia- 
tions lasting three months. The 
agreement, the first to be con- 
cluded with that country since 
it gained independence in Au- 
gust 1957, is expected to play an 
important part in ameliorating 
the two nations’ trade relations. 
It is particularly significant that 
the two nations enjoy most-fa- 
vored-nation treatment with re- 
gard to business activities and 
other matters. It is also. note 
worthy that Malaya has pledged 
to withdraw the application of 
Article 35 of the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade 
which barred certain Japanese 
goods, It is hoped that Japan's 
delegation to the 16th general 
meeting of GATT scheduled 
from May 16 in Geneva will do 
their utmost to persuade GATT 
member nations still adhering 
to Article 35 where Japan is 
concerned to withdraw such ap- 
plication.—Sankei Shimban 


U2 Plane 

The shooting down of a US. 
U2 plane over Russian territory 
has caused repercussions 
throughout the world. The 
incident is a matter of great 
concern to Japan because it has 
been ponfirmed that three U2 
aircraft have been assigned to 
American military bases In Ja-

Nuclear Testing 


Walter Lippmann, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, felt the 
major reason the Soviet Union 
wants a ban on nuclear testing 
is to strengthen its hand in 
dealing with China. A ban 
would encourage European de- 
tente, permitting the Soviet Un- 
fon to use more of its power 
and energy to protect its inter- 
ests in Asia. Moreover, a ban 
on testing would give them a 
decisive argument against help- 
ing China to become a nuclear 

wer, and the Soviet Union 

more reason than any nha- 
tion to hope that China does not 
reach that status. For these 
reasons, a treaty to ban nuclear 
weapons testing is of utmost 
importance. Cheating on the 
treaty by the Russians, ail- 
though difficult, would be pos- 
sible. But it is clearly in their 
vital interest to make certain 
that the ban fs observed by all 
sides. 


Drew Middleton, in the New 
York Times, regarded the 
achievement of a treaty outlaw- 


ing nuclear teste as one of the 
major immediate goals of Brit- 
ish policy. The British Govern- 
ment is particularily impressed, 
by the possibility that new 
methods of producing enriched 
uranium may’ soon make nu- 
clear weapons available to all 
sorts of irresponsible litical 
leaders. An effective n on 
testing is the key to real 
detente, and the system of in- 
spection and control could be a 
precedent of enormous import- 
ance In dissolving Soviet suspi- 
cions of the West. “From that 
point, it is hoped, the mutual 
confidence necessary for the 
conclusion of other treaties on 
the future of Germany and Ber- 
lin and disarmament will grow.” 
These are distant goals, but in 
the British view they are attain- 
able at future summits once a 
confidence-buliding ban on nu- 
clear testing is achieved. 


Joseph Alsop, in the Washing- 
ton Post, pointed out the dis- 
couraging fact that the most re- 
cent testimony by U.S. scientists 
shows that the detection of un- 
derground blasts will be much 
harder to achieve than had been 
supposed. The inspection sys- 
tem to which the West is com- 
mitted at Geneva, and which 
Khrushchev has not yet even 
accepted, is inadequate to pre- 
vent cheating. But the West 
will stick to it if the Soviet Un- 
jon will accept it, since a ban 
on testing is regarded as of vital 
importance. Western conditions 
will be that all sides do their 
utmost—inciuding the controlled 
use of small nuclear blasts—to 
produce an effective detection 
system, and that all agreements 
will be off in two years if an 
effective system is not discover- 
ed. 


Marquis Childs, in the 5t. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, decried the 
Opposition by some Americans 
to a nuclear testing ban unless 
a foolproof inspection system is 
first devised. Fortunately the 
majority opinion in the Admin- 
istration favors taking a chance 
om an agreement, even with the 
possibility that the Soviet Union 
would secretly violate it. For 
if more obstacles are raised and 
the treaty is lost, then the So- 
viet Union could revert to a rig- 
id Stalinism which could lead to 
ultimate disaster. “By eo 
testing under a control in- 
spection system there is a 
chance that the spread of nu- 
clear weapons can be checked. 
At the same time, with inspec- 
tion stations set up inside the 
Soviet Union as well as in the 
US., the first step toward break- 

down the barrier of secrecy 
will have begun... @ first step

Cold War

NEW YORK (UPI)—Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev has 
revived the cold war almost on 
the eve of the summit confer- 
ence which was supposed to 
pave the way to world peace.

Khrushchev quickly linked 
the Incident of the unarmed 


plane to a theoretical case in 
which a plane might carry a 
hydrogen bomb. The United 
States, he said, might logically 
expect one in return. 

This.is talk as tough as any 
of the old cold war days of the 
late Soviet Premier Josef Stalin. 


While the State Department 
eaid there was no Washington 
authorization for such flights, it 
did admit that the plane was 
on an  intelligence-gath 
flight over the Soviet Union. 


Incidents of similar nature, 
occurring on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain, are not particular- 
ly new. Spy charges, one 
against the other, are not new 
either. '

Khrushchevy’s tough talk in

This annual publication of 
the Nihon Shimbun Kyokal is 
even more extensive than be- 
fore. It covers a wide range of 
subjects connected with . the 
newspaper,strade and one need 
not be a newspaperman to find 
something interesting in the 
handsomely got up volume. 


The fourth estate is a true 
mirror of the state of a nation. 
Just as news permeates through 
every sector of human iife, 
every trend in pressdom is a 
reflection of a trend in the af- 
fairs of the nation. 


In this sense, the first section 
of the book, “General Trend of 
the Japanese Press” is valuabie 
to any student of Japan. Even 
a casual visitor can profit from 
this authoritative survey, which, 
by its very nature, includes in 
ite scope many varying aspects 
of the country and its life. 

Part II of the book, “Review 
of the Past Decade” also gives 
a broad view of the 50s with 
all their trials, tribulations and 
triumphs. It is a _ sectional 
view, which -with a little imag- 
ination can be expanded into a 
cross-sectional one, of Japdn’s 
postwar resurgence. 

As newspapers are great 
moulders of public opinion, the 
chapter which gives a review 
of press comments in the past 
— provides an insight into 

apanese thinking. The nation’s 

ideas on almost all major sub- 
jects, ranging from a juvenile 
delinquency to rocket diplomacy 
ate given in capsule form. It 
also bri out the eternal ebul- 
lience of the Japanese people, 
the “nan-toka naruyo” approach 
to life in general.

The results of a survey on 
how high, or low, his. occupa- 
tion ranks in the estimation of 
the Japanese public is also in- 
cluded. : 

The foreign newspaper execu- 
tive will find the section on the 
management problems faced by 
his Japanese colleagues especial- 
ty interesting. ‘Technieal prob- 
lems and innovations in Japan 
are also included in the book. 

All told, the Japanese Press, 
1960, is a valuable book, not

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Better Ties With Korea? 


Pushing Too Fast and Far

“Despite the bad past, Japan 
and Korea should be closely re- 
lated. I want to do my best to 
improve relations and many 
pote agree with me,” says 

wak Sang Hoon, newly elected 
speaker of the Korean National 
Assembly, in his suburban 
Seoul home. 


“Personally, I like very few 
Japanese but under present cir- 
cumstantes I guess we should 
‘deal with them,” comments 
Yun Bo Sun, another veteran 
Democrat assemblyman. 


“They certainly make nice 
things over there, don’t they? 
I'd like to be able to buy more 
Japanese products,” exclaims a 
hotel waiter in Seoul as he ad. 
mires an American guest's Jap- 
anese shortwave transistor 


“I don't want to have any- 
thing to do with the Japanese,” 
fiatiy asserts a Korean univer- 
sity student who took. part in 
the riots which overthrew Pres- 
ident Syngman Rhee. 

These comments are fairly 
representative of Korean reac- 
tion to a topic of considerable 
current interest; bettering re- 
lations with Japan, now that 
President Rhee, Koréa's bitterest 
Japan-hater, has been forced 
from the scene. 


But they also suggest some 
qualifications to the notion that 
now everything will suddenly 
turn completely rosy between 
the two squabbling nations. All 
that has really happened so far 
is that the unyielding barrier to 
closer ties, President Syngman 
Rhee, is gone. Exactly what 
may be accomplished in this 
cleared atmosphere is another 
question, 


There is some danger that 
Japan, persuaded that no bar to 
close relations remains, may 
push things too far and too fast 
to take advantage of the policy 
shift. 

The reason.that this is a dan- 
ger is that Koreans are by no 
means of one mind on the sub- 

Some, possibly because 
of constant indoctrination under 
Rhee’s blind prejudice, still en- 
tertain deep reservations about 
making friends with their for- 
mer rulers. And many sincere 
and thoughtful people are wary 
of an expansion of Japanese 
political influence through closer 
economic relations. . 

Thus we tdy be confronted 
with the epettacie of a Korean 
Government, far weaker than 
its predecessor, making earnest 
efforts to strengthen ties with 
Japan—only to be forced to 
retreat again under the pressure 


of nationalistic political groups:~ 


Huh Chung, Korean oe 
Chief of State, is working 
to set straight, virtually every- 
thing, it appears, that has been 
wrong im Korea these past 
years. But already some criti- 
cal voices are raised against his 
involvement in foreign affairs. 
Such «matters; particularly the

These businessmen 
are apprehensive about Japanese 
competition under the liberaliza- 
tion and some may try to use 
their influence to prevent a 
broad conciliation between Ja- 
pan and Korea. 


For Japan, the approa to 
new negotiations lies somewhere 
between two extremes. It can 
hold a relatively “hard” line, on 
the theory that the present Ke- 
rean Government is prepared to 
make concessions that Rhee 
would not have madé. Or it 
can temper its own demands, 
letting Korea take the initiative 
in bettering ties, in recogniti4n 
of what may. turn out to be a 
delicate political balance in 
“new” Korea which could be up- 
set by emotional issues sych as 
the Japanese one.
